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Chevron Kills Trolleys Spring Grizzly Kill Begins 



(EIJ)Mass transit in the US used to be electric, 
efficient and cheap until the oil and auto giants 
secretly plotted the destruction of the nation's 
urban transportation system. 

The conspiracy was uncovered in 1949 when a 
Chicago federal court handed down convictions 
against a group of well-known companies- General 
Motors, Standard Oil of California (now Chevron), 
Firestone Tire & Rubber, Phillips Petroleum and 
Mack Truck Manufacturing. 

The court found that beginning in the mid-30's, 
clean, efficient urban rail systems in Montana, 
Indiana, Ohio, Oregon, Florida, Alabama, 
Maryland, Texas and California had been bought by 
front companies for oil and auto interests- and 
junked. Trolleys were replaced with buses built by 
GM, equipped with Firestone tires, lubricated, 
greased and powered by fossil fuel. 

The Court found the conspirators guilty and 
assessed each company with a meager $5000 
penalty. Corporate officials were fined $1 each. 
According to Jonathan Kwitney, Pulitzer-prize 
winning journalist for the Wall Street Journal, "The 
GM conspiracy is a fine example of what can 
happen when important matters of public policy 
are abandoned by government to the self-interest of 
the corporations". 



Reagan Crushes

WANTED: World's #1 destroyer of the ozone layer 
and contributor to global warming for infliction of 
mass pain, suffering and death on plant, animal 
and human life.

The Evidence: 

1973: Scientists Sherwood Rowland and Mario 
Molina calculate the release of 800,000 tons of 
chlorofluorocarbons (CFCs) would produce half a 
million tons of chlorine and destroy 20 to 40 
percent of the ozone layer. 

1974: "If credible scientific data ... show that any 
chlorofluorocarbons cannot be used without a 
threat to health, Du Pont will stop production of 
these compounds." Public announcement from Du 
Pont. ' 
1982: British team of scientists detect ozone hole 
in Antarctica. 

1987: NASA flights over Antarctica show ozone 
hole as large as the United States and as tall as 
Mount Everest. 

1988: "At the moment, scientific evidence does not 
point to the need for dramatic CFC reductions." 
Richard Heckert, then Chairman of Du Pont, in a 
letter to US Senators. 

1989: EPA predicts an additional 3 to 15 million 
people born before 2075 will contract skin cancer 
and 555,000 to 2.8 million people will develop 
cataracts if only 1 percent of the ozone layer is 
destroyed. 

Du Pont is the world's largest producer of 
ozone destroying CFCs, controlling one-third of the 
market worldwide and one-half of the US market, 
which alone is worth $700 million. 

CFCs are released from factories, air 
conditioners, aerosol spray cans, refrigerators, 
plastic foams and make their way to the 
stratosphere where chlorine destroys the ozone 
layer. 




CFCs, in addition to destroying the ozone layer, 
are a greenhouse gas and contribute 15 to 25 
percent to global warming. 

Scientists have calculated that a 25 percent 
reduction in the ozone layer could reduce 
phytoplankton productivity by as much as 35 
percent - which would severely impact the food 
chain. 

Du Pont plans to "phase-out" CFC production by 
2000 and replace them with kinder, gentler 
chemicals: toxic, ozone-depleting, greenhouse 
gases hydrochlorofluorocarbons HCFCs and 
hydrofluorocarbons HFCs. 

Each year Du Pont delays stopping production of 
CFCs adds an additional five years of ozone 
destroying chemicals to the atmosphere. The 
Earth cannot wait for Du Pont.

High in the mountains of rural Mexico, removed 
in time and space from the poverty and violence of 
modern society, stands the Sacred Ceremonial 
Center of the Nahnu Nation. Massive intertwining 
stone snakes, vibrant murals and conical pyramids 
were the silent witnesses to the ceremonies and 
councils which occurred the first week of spring 
199 1 at this powerful young temple, a testament to 
human creativity and endurance. 

The reunion was called "Council of Visions: 
Keepers of the Earth" and was formed by three 
distinct groups of people: Native Americans, 
environmentalists and Rainbows from the four 
directions of the planet. Some of the Indian 
nations participating were the Nahnus (Otomics), 
Huicholes, Lacondones and N almas (Aztecs); as well 
as workers, campesinos and mestizos. Individuals 
and groups, artists, healers and musicians were 
present from Spain, Mexico, North and South 
America, Israel, France, Iceland and Italy. 

The purpose of the reunion was to bring together 
people of different traditions who are working 
towards common goals, for the purpose of sharing 
and unification. Themes of the vision councils 
were: discussion of human power relationships, 
forming and maintaining: integral democracies, 
human rights and the rights of the earth, 
decentralization of resources, bio-regional 
networking, self-determination of peoples and 
planning for the next year's 500th anniversary of 
the arrival of Columbus to the Americas, seen by 
indigenous people as marking 500 years of 
resistance and struggle to protect their cultures. 

As well, most of the people were part of a 
tremendous series of ceremonies reconnecting 
them with ancient rituals, the elements of creation 
and each other. By working together and sharing 
meals and ceremony, the diverse peoples were able 
to see their common ground, the visions that unite 
them which are knowledge of the coming age of 
harmony on earth, the return of the plumed 



serpent Quetzalcoatl and the Spirit of Peace, the 
convergence and fulfillment of the prophecies, the 
reactivation of ancient power centers and a new 
relationship which will evolve between humans and 
the cosmos. 

Love and healing energy prevailed throughout 
the week of reunion, creating a bridge between the 
cultures and cleansing some of the old wounds 
created by the great-great grandparents of the 
white children- and still perpetuated by some of the 
white children. Thanks and appreciation for earth, 
air, water and fire were given to the Qreat Mystery. 
Love and life were celebrated. Those honored to be 
a part of this special week left knowing that they 
now were part of an even greater family which will 
continue to grow until all people see themselves as 
Guardians of the Earth. 

More gatherings of this nature are planned for 
the coming year.

The current Reagan-appointed Supreme Court- 
led by ultra-rightist William Rehnquist- has become 
the most powerful of tools in advancing the 
apparatus of the Police State. Recent decisions 
have been tantamount to a frontal attack on the 
Bill of Rights. 

Last June the Court voted 6-3 to enable police to 
stop and question a person on an "anonymous" tip. 
Two weeks ago the Court issued a 5-4 ruling 
allowing evidence seized via warrantless searches, 
wiretaps, etc. to be used in a court of law. And 
within the last week the Court has made two 
decisions which virtually sanctions police 
harassment and brutality. 

On April 23rd the High Court ruled 7-2 that a 
person's constitutional protection does not begin 
until they submit to "physical force or show of 
force" of a police officer. This means that a person 
may be chased by an officer without probable 
cause. Anything discarded by the pursued can be 
used in court against him/her. 

Three days later, on April 26th, the Court 
overturned a 50-year precedent disallowing coerced 
confessions from use in convictions. On a 5-4 vote, 
the Court decided that coerced confessions are 
admissible evidence. 

These decisions represent a rollback of 
Constitutional guarantees, especially those covered 
by the 5th Amendment, which protects citizens 
from unlawful search and seizure. The private 
home has now become fair game for officers of the 
"law". 

Much of the justification for these draconian 
measures can be found buried in the hoax called 
"The War on Drugs". Former Drug Czar William 
Bennett had created a data base of "suspected" drug 
dealers. This data base, along with those from all 
federal agencies, can be purchased by private 
corporations. In 1982 the government had 
personal files on 3.5 billion citizens. FBI files have 
gone from less than 1 million in 1967 to over 20 
million in 1989. 

Yet information recently released by the DEA 
shows that there is no war on drugs. Cocaine 
availability has steadily increased each year since 
Ronald Reagan took office. Most of the arrests 
being made are for marijuana use and many times 
the arrests carry political overtures. 

In the early 70's President Nixon appointed the 
Shafer Commission to study drug use in America. 
The commission, made up of four physicians and 
prominent lawyers found that decriminalization of 



personal marijuana use would put an end to what 
it decried as "the rise of the drug-abuse industrial 
complex. 

What they were referring to were corporations 
like Hoffman-La Roche and Syntex who make $500 
million a year testing urine samples. Other 
corporations have profited from marijuana 
criminalization by employing prison labor 
(especially prevalent in the South) for cheap. 

Rep. Newt Gingrich has introduced legislation 
which could make the "drug-abuse industrial 
complex" even more lucrative. The bill would call 
for rounding up "suspected drug-users" (maybe 
those on Czar Bennett's hit list) and imprisoning 
them. While in prison they would labor for the 
corporations, most doing government contract 
work. 

The scenario became more Orwellian last week 
when Secretary of Defense Dick Cheney announced 
the closure of 43 military bases around the US. 
Members of Congress have denounced the move as 
political since the most liberal bases were closed. 
So what will these bases be used for? Well, if 
Gingrich has his way they will fit well into his 
scenario which mentions the use of defunct bases to 
house "suspected drug-users". 

The real war is not on drugs, but on civil 
liberties. The targets are overwhelmingly members 
of the lower class, black and many times political 
dissidents. While cocaine, crack and heroin 
continue to stream across our borders at record 
rates- with a little help from CIA clones like the 
mujahudeen and the contras-the prison 
construction business has become quite lucrative. 
As more people end up in the slam, crime rates also 
continue to soar. 

Building bigger prisons is not the answer to 
crime. Neither are computer data bases or police 
coercion. These things only magnify class divisions 
and erode our democratic principles into the muck 
of an emerging police state. 
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Caribou Face Extinction in Montana and Alberta 



The strange case of the non-caribou. For 
years there've been persistent reports of Woodland 
Caribou in Northwest Montana. Just as persistently 
federal wildlife officials deny they exist. Despite 
sightings, tracks, photographs and caribou hair in 
wolf scat, the Interagency Caribou Committee 
refuses to confirm the animals presence in 
Montana. The only confirmed caribou is a dead 
caribou. 

No one is wondering why. Woodland 
Caribou are an Old Growth dependent species; they 
winter in stands of old growth trees. When heavy 
snows bury other browse, the animals survive on 
the lichen hanging from the branches in the dense 
stands of trees. Without mature forests Caribou 
stave. 

Because the Endangered Species Act 
mandates protection for a threatened species 
habitat as well as the animal itself, confirmation of 
Woodland Caribou in the North Fork area and 
along the Yack means Old Growth stands will have 
to be set aside to allow the Caribou to survive. Mill 
owners who are stubbornly delaying retooling to 
cut second growth trees until that last big tree is 
cut have effectively blinded federal officials to the 
Caribou presence. In 1986, the FWS reclassified 
the animal "extinct." 

What the hell why worry, there's plenty of 
them in Canada, right? Not this time. Woodland 
Caribou population in Alberta are in a precipitous 
decline. In the mid-60's provincial biologists 
estimated the population at near 9,000 animals. 
By 1973, the number had fallen to 5,000. By 1984, 
4,000. Two years later, only 2,000 remained. The 
time honored saw that we can let animals to go 
extinct in the US because there's lots of 'em up 
there in Canada fails this time. Without immediate, 
desperate action this animal is doomed. 

Canadian officials reaction to the crisis? 
Unencumbered by anything as inconvenient as an 
Endangered Species Act, federal and provincial 
politicians have sold off virtually all remaining Old 
Growth forests in Alberta to Japanese 
manufacturers who are bunding a series of 
gigantic pulp mills, including the largest in the 
world, which will consume tens of thousands of 
square kilometers of the northern boreal forest. 
The future facing the few remaining Woodland 
Caribou in Alberta could hardly be bleaker. 

The Mitsubishi Corporation, the world's 
largest, have long played a major role in the 
destruction of the tropical rainforests. In Borneo, 
Brazil, the P hili ppines - Mitsubishi's assault on 
rainforests is relentless. Now they turn their 
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hungry stare on the Northern Boreal forests of 
Alberta. If they succeed in building their planned 
$1.3 billion pulp mill 250 kilometers north of 
Edmonton, Mitsubishi will devour 73,000 square 
kilometers of virgin forests, turning vital forest 
habitat into wasteland. 

The reaction of Canadian activists has been 
to organize a boycott against Mitsubishi products. 
They include a vast array of consumer goods, 
Dodge Colts, engines for Crystler cars, Nikon 
optics and on and on. If you want to know how to

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Iraq & Kuwait: A History Suppressed 
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by Ralph Schoenman 



"One of the major justifications for America's 
intervention in the Persian Gulf is oil, both its price 
and its strategic value. Iraq, Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia collectively possess half the world's proven 
petroleum reserves, the argument goes. How could 
we allow Saddam Hussein to control half the 
world's oil resources?" 

This quote (NYTimes, 9/ 1 7/90: "The Myth of Iraq's 
Oil Stranglehold) comes from Doug Bandow, 
former Special Assistant to Pres. Reagan who is 
senior fellow at the Cato Institute. 

Bandow proceeds to demolish the long-standing 
shibboleth (of Iraq's oil dominance), deployed ad 
nauseam in Western established media to provide 
cover for U.S. military operations in the region. 

Bandow demonstrates that the reserve figure 
vastly overstates the importance of Middle Eastern 
oil to Western economics. The Soviet Union, not 
Saudi Arabia, is the largest producer of oil. 
(Bandow does not mention that over 60% of 
working oil wells are capped in the U.S. in order to 
permit the oil corporations to maintain high prices 
and huge profits.) 

He does, however, demolish the claim that Iraq 
could "gain a stranglehold on the world's oil 
supplies.," Even before the 'current crisis,' Iraq, 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia combined, accounted for 
15% of global production. 

Production, however, has no relation to either 
resources or reserves. How much is produced is 
strictly a political and economic decision reflecting 
the price levels desired by the producers. If 
production were related to need, the available fossil 
fuels are so plentiful that oil could be produced for 
pennies per barrel, not dollars. 

Bandow observes that even if Saddam Hussein 
conquered the entire Persian Gulf and held all its 
oil off the market, the increase in price would be 
most temporary. "This would defeat the purpose of 
his conquests. For if he stopped his production, the 
beneficiaries would be all the other oil producers." 

The other major myth, observes Bandow, has to 
do with cost to the oil importing nations. Saddam 
Hussein doesn't wish to drink his oil or swim in it. 
He wishes to get a market price which will enable 
him to replenish hard currency reserves after the 
staggering loss of $120 billion in the course of the 
Iran-Iraq war, foisted upon him by his erstwhile 
allies in Washington, Kuwait and Saudi Arabia. 

"As the (supposed) top producer in the world, he 
would maximize his revenues by marginally 
reducing his production and trying to persuade 



other suppliers to follow suit. The result would be 
a higher oil bill for the U.S. but nothing like the 
cost of today's military operation." 

This, of course, is precisely what Saddam Hussein 
sought to do within OPEC. Indeed, it is what OPEC 
itself was formed to achieve, i.e. to control 
production in order to maintain price structures 
which would earn hard currency for the producers. 

In a world of production for human need, the 
anarchy of capitalist production for profit would be 
replaced, allowing the vast ocean of petroleum to 
supply the planet's needs. But that is what such 
anachronistic regimes as the Emirates and 
Sheikdoms of the Gulf and Arabia are designed to 
forestall. 

The actions of Kuwait and the Emirates, in 
subverting OPEC production quotas (to their own 
considerable economic detriment) were a directed 
political act — as Saddam Hussein sought to explain 
to his OPEC colleagues with such futility. 

It was a deliberate design orchestrated in 
Washington to destabilize his economy and his 
regime. Kuwait and the Emirates were the 
instrument, even as Kuwait's severance from 
Mesopotamia in the first place had served a like 
purpose for the British empire. 

What, asks Bandow, of the claim that Iraqi 
hegemony in the Persian Gulf would leave 
President Hussein in control of half the world's 
'reserves'? 

This number is completely false. Proven reserves 
of crude oil in 1985 were 700 billion barrels. By 
1990, proven reserves had expanded to one trillion 
barrels - and this after further production of 100 
billion barrels. New discoveries increased reserves 
by 400 billion barrels and this has only scratched 
the surface of planetary supply. 

The entire campaign of the past three to four 
decades bemoaning a presumptive finite supply of 
fossil fuels, rapidly being depleted by industrial 
growth, is a myth designed to provide a rationale 
for exorbitant profits and price gouging by the oil 
conglomerates. The irony is that environmentalists 
have both accepted and orchestrated the fiction, the 
better to argue for alternative energy supplies. 

But, like neo-Malthusian arguments about 
population growth as an explanation for poverty, 
such rationalizations serve to conceal the class 
character of economic decisions and the 
gargantuan exploitation that results. 
Pauperization, mass misery and huge indebtedness 
on the part of dependent countries are the 
consequence and the intended result.

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In 1868, a man named Baha'u'llah, whose 
teachings founded the Baha'i Faith, wrote a 
proclamation to the kings and leaders of the 
world, including Napoleon III, Czar Alexander II, 
Queen Victoria, and the Rulers of America. He 
stressed two points: 1) simultaneous 
disarmament was needed immediately among all 
nations, except for the minimum number of arms 
needed to maintain domestic peace; 2) then, all 
peoples and nations would control collectively, 
through a world court, any force needed to put 
down an aggressor who threatened the 
commonweal. Not just super powers, but all 
peoples, from the Cherokee to the Peruvian. 

"This is a Revelation to which whatever ye 
possess can never be compared," he told the 
world's leaders. Tsar Nicholas II, inspired by 
Baha'u'llah's call for a universal world court, 
called for The Hague in 1898 to reduce the 
escalation of armaments in Europe. Woodrow 
Wilson, whose daughter studied the Baha'i Faith, 
also patterned his League of Nations after 
Baha'u'llah's universal peace plan. Franklin 
Roosevelt carried on the attempt with the United 
Nations. In spite of three tries, the world's 
political leaders failed to achieve peace. The two 
principle objectives needed for peace, as stated by 
Baha'u'llah, were not implemented: simultaneous 
disarmament and the relinquishment of 
nationalism to such an extent that leaders were 
willing to adjudicate in a world court without the 
power of veto. 1 

"The time must come," Baha'u'llah wrote, 
"when the imperative necessity for the holding of 
a vast, an all-embracing assemblage of men will 
be universally realized. The rulers and kings of 
the earth must needs attend it, and, participating 
in its deliberations, must consider such ways and 
means as will lay the foundations of the world's 
Great Peace amongst men. Such a peace 
demanded that the Great Powers should resolve, 
for the sake of the tranquility of the peoples of 
the earth, to be fully reconciled among 
themselves. Should any king take up arms 
against another, all should unitedly arise and 
prevent him. If this be done, the nations of the 
world will no longer require any armaments, 
except for the purpose of maintaining internal 
order within their territories. This will ensure 
the peace and composure of every people, 
government and nation. . . Let not a man glory 
in this, that he loves his country; let him rather 
glory in this, that he loves his kind. . . earth is . 
but one country, and mankind its citizens." 2 

Baha'u'llah called his new world order the 
Universal House of Justice. In the mid- 
nineteenth century he delineated three radical 



concepts to solve the world's economic problems, 
rooted in the uneven distribution of wealth: 
social security, a graduated income tax, and true 
profit sharing to eliminate the storm between 
labor and capital. 

Abdu'l-Baha, Baha'u'llah's son who 
expounded on many of his father's teachings and 
writings, explained the following about 
graduated income tax in a lecture presented in 
New York in 1912: 

When the laws [Baha'u'llah] has instituted 
are carried out, there will be no millionaires 
possible in the community, and likewise no 
extremely poor. This will be effected and 
regulated by adjusting the different degrees of 
human capacity. . . . Each person in the 
community whose need is equal to his individual 
producing capacity shall be exempt from 
taxation. But if his income is greater than his 
needs, he must pay a tax until an adjustment is 
effected. That is to say, a man's capacity for 
production and his needs will be equalized and 
reconciled through taxation. If his production 
exceeds, he will pay a tax; if his necessities 
exceed his production, he shall receive an amount 
sufficient to equalize and adjust [to the cost of 
living] and there will be no poor in the 
community. 3 

Baha'u'llah called for collective ownership 
of natural resources. Where and how the world's 
resources are best utilized is a decision for the 
House of Justice. International borders as well 
are to be set around the conference table with all 
nations present, not by arbitrary power. Once 
decided upon, any attempt at annexations would 
be stopped by collective security. 4 

The World Order of Baha'u'llah 
emphasizes peace with justice — justice is the real 
need of the body politic today.

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USFWS & WOLVES 



If you walked into the Colonial Tnn in 
Helena a while back looking for the Wolf 
Management Committee meeting, the first thing 
you saw was a sign saying: "WOLVES ARE THE 
SADDAM HUEISEN OF THE ANIMAL WORLD." 

Highly competitive, carnivorous predators, 
arriving in pick-ups with those little known 
Montana counties codes and bearing "East More 
Lamb" bumper stickers, packed the committee's 
public hearing. 400 strong, sporting Ban Wolves 
buttons and yellow ribbons they booed, shouted and 
stamped their feet as they harangued the 
commit tee -who's job it is to make recommendations 
about wolf reintroduction in Yellowstone and 
Central Idaho-convinced, so they said, that if 
wolves are allowed to repopulate the Northern 
Rockies they'd "pull our kids off their ATVs and 
kill them." 

Always a minority, even in Idaho and 
Wyoming, the anti-wolf forces have bullied the US 
Fish and Wildlife Service into adopting a wolf 
recovery policy that violates both the Endangered 
Species Act and common sense. 

■ Domestic cattle are sweet animals but they 
have the mobility and survival skills of a gut pile. 
Wolves eat them. Not a lot of them, like most meat- 
eaters they prefer wild game, but once in a while 
they'll take one down like the Ninemile pups did 
near Dixon. They killed two in fact, capital crimes 
to the USFWS. The 1988 Interim Wolf Control Plan 
allows officials to relocated wolves after killing one 
cow and to kill them after the second offense. 
Since the ESA forbids anyone-including USFWS 
personnel- from harassing, capturing or killing an 
endangered species, even wolves. The sole 
exceptions are "for scientific purposes or to 
enhance the propagation or survival of the affected 
species." Maybe your wondering how the 
USFWS'S policy of relocation and extermination 
"enhance the propagation or survival of the affected 
species." The agency argues that controlling 
depredating wolves will enhance the overall 
survival of the wolf "by demonstrating that 
resonsible federal agencies will act quickly to 
resolve depredation problems. Timely response to 
depredations will alleviate the perception of 
government inaction that often results in increased 
landowner frustrations, which, in turn, may lead to 
the ^discriminate killing of wolves." What that 
boils down to is the USFWS has arbitrarily decided 
that its alright for them to break the law because if 
they don't the wolf-hysteria driven livestock 
ranchers will. If you're ever a defendant in 
criminal court, Old Son, you best have a better story 
than that. 



If you think wolves can be successful 
relocated, study the life of these pup's mother and 
her Utter mates. They were relocated from Marion 
to Glacier Park, one starved and one died 
gangrene from a wound from a leg-hold trap. She 
wandered aimlessly across western Montana 
searching for her familiar homerange, before 
chancing into Ninemile, somehow finding a mate 
and whelping a litter of six pups before she was 
murdered. 

So what now? Sue the bastards. The 
USFWS Interim Wolf Control Plan has never been 
challenged in court. It's illegal on the face of it, 
why let them get away with it. If you hear about a 
fundraiser for a wolf suit in the next couple of 
weeks-go there. 

Don't eat beef and tell the Beef Council, or 
what ever they call themselves, about it. Tell your 
friends, particularly ones in the cities, whats going 
on out here and to boycott beef. Get a bunch of 
those "Beef Kills Wolves" stickers and plaster them 
all over every meat counter in town. 

Write letters. Write everyone in the USFWS 
from the locals on up to Luhan and demand they 
stop obstructing wolf recovery and that they obey 
the Endangered Species Act. Write Williams- 
every livestock operator in the state is a Marlene 
man and Pat knows it. Make sure he knows that if 
he's going to get your support that he's got to lean 
on the USFWS to get straight and he's got to stand 
behind the ESA when it comes up for 
reauthorization in 1992 or you'll sit the next one 
out.. 

Attend the next Wolf Mangament Committee 
meeting coming up soon in Great Falls. Let the 
Committee know ranchers aren't the only ones who 
feel strongly about wolves to drive a couple of 
hours to have their voices heard. 

Turn the heat on Animal Damage Control. 
They're the guys with the guns, needles and traps 
and they're vunreable right now. They're ugly 
Mofo's and their sleazy program of death and 
harrassment won't stand the light of day anymore 
than the Bison hunt did. 

For myself anyway, I'm going to pray for 
those poor wolf pups.

As Bandow points out, the outer continental shelf 
of the U.S. alone contains 32 billion barrels of oil, 
more than all current U.S. proven reserves. This, 
moreover, is currently held out of production. Only 
six percent of proven reserves are tapped. 

'Proven reserves' is itself a misnomer. All this 
means is that they are accessible but deliberately 
untapped. Some 300 billion barrels of unrecovered 
oil he in beds of shale under the U.S. alone. This is 
ten times our proven reserves and considerably 
more than all of Saudi Arabia's proven reserves — 
the much vaunted Saudi supply, which provides the 
basis for the fabrications about Saudi and Middle 
Eastern hegemony over energy sources for the 
industrial world. 

Bandow demonstrates that current estimates of 
potential recoverable oil are as high as six trillion 
barrels. Even these estimates are based on current 
prices. Additional exploration and enhanced 
recovery technology could raise this six trillion 
barrels by many multiples. 



The oil obsession is a classic contrivance of a 
rapacious capitalist order. Oil is an engine of 
colossal profit - 'black gold,' the 20th Century 
correlative of gold itself, for which the colonial 
conquerors of the Americas slaughtered the 
indigenous population in their tens of millions and 
then enslaved many millions more, kidnapped for 
the continent of Africa. 

Bandow concludes: "Even if Saddam Hussein 
conquered the Gulf and hung onto his 'empire' into 
the next century, he would never have the sort of 
control over oil that the widely cited 50% figure 
implies. The case for confronting him is not the 
threat to our oil supply."

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Political Harassment in Missoula • • 



On Friday April 12,1991, my house was searched 
by two detectives from the Missoula Police 
Department on a warrant authorized by District 
Court Judge Douglas Harkin at the behest of Karen 
Townsend of the Missoula County Attorney's office. 
At the time of the search my house was unoccupied. 

That same afternoon I conferred with these two 
same officers of the law, Rocky Harris and Ben 
Harbison. In the course of our conversation I was 
threatened with the seizure of my children by the 
State of Montana if I did not cooperate with their 
investigation. At this time I had told both officers 
all the information I had concerning their interest. 

When I was told that in all probability an arrest 
warrant was forthcoming, I inquired as to what 
course of action I could take to make this 
impending arrest easier for all concerned. I was

Certainly you and your staff members are aware 
of recent federal and joint federal/stateAocal 
investigations in Montana. 

These investigations include secret surveillance, 
wiretapping, searches of homes and business 
establishments (both with and without warrants), 
the use of wired and paid informants, postal 
surveillance, intimidation of purported witnesses, 
highly irregular use of entrapment techniques, 
intimidation of children, and the use of conspiracy 
charges. 

As a result there is a grave and growing citizen 
concern about the threat to and violation of civil 
liberties which these investigations entail. 

Each of you should be asking: 

"Are federal agents, working with state and local 
law officers, violating Constitutional rights, 
bending and distorting FBI standards, and 
ignoring Congressional intent?" 

Many of your constituents are concerned about 
the ever-widening sense of a witch-hunt and the 
government's reliance on conspiracy charges to 
cast the net of unfounded suspicion ever wider. 

You should share our sense of urgency about 
these civil liberties issues and we strongly urge 
that you take action on the following: 

1) meet together to discuss this matter, and 
then designate one person from each of your staff 
to do the follow-through and serve as liaison. 

2) contact the U.S. attorney for Montana - by 
phone and in writing - and let him know of your

3) be in personal touch with FBI Director 
Webster and inquire as to the on-going Montana 
investigations and, again, express your concerns - 
in writing - that civil liberties come first and 
foremost. Ask for a written update of FBI and DEA 
activities in Montana. 

4) House members should refer this letter to 
the Subcommittee on Civil and Constitutional 
Rights while making certain that Rep. Don 
Edwards is personally aware of your concerns 
about Federal investigative techniques and the 
encroachment on civil liberties here in Montana. 

5) Senate members should refer this letter 
and their concerns to those Senate subcommittees 
they deem most appropriate. 

Gentlemen, there is a growing alarm here at 
home - an alarm of which you may not be aware till 
now - that civil liberties are in danger and that 
present investigative techniques border on 
vigilantism. 

If you cannot write in reply that you are 
completely satisfied that no civil liberties have been 
violated here in Montana, that there has been no 
harassment, no intimidation, no illegal 
entrapments, no warrantless searches, no abuse of 
the right to privacy, than it would seem that your 
responsibility is to act now to express your own 
concerns, questions and objections to the 
appropriate officials. 

The urgency of the matter means that we would 
like to hear from you not later than May 3.
